GENE RAYBURN 


Cape Cod over the years has been home to many talents, 
tycoons and other celebrities. Now at last TV has caught up with 
the venerable peninsula. 

Television game-show host and participant Gene Rayburn 
bought a home in Osterville in ‘65, summered in it for five years, 
then in 1970 gave up his Manhattan apartment and came to the Cape 
to stay. 

Since that time, he’s settled comfortably into the area’s social, 
business and civic life. His wife owns a bookstore in Osterville, he’s 
a partner in a plastic-brick manufacturing plant in West Yarmouth. 
And he hasn’t hesitated to help his neighbors when necessary — 
he was honorary chairman of the Cape United Fund in 1971, and 
hosted a benefit show for Cape Cod Hospital at the Cape Playhouse

in Dennis last year, among other things. 
His daughter, Lynn, a slim, striking 
young beauty, helped establish three 
counseling centers while Cape-area 
drug co-ordinator for the state. Lynn 
also joined her mother and dad on 
stage in ‘‘The Impossible Years,’’ which 
played at Dennis some six years ago. 
She recently graduated from Rhode 
Island School of Design with a Master 
of Arts degree in art education. 

Perhaps Gene has the best of both 
worlds — he lives, rather than exists, on 
the Cape while he still keeps a healthy 
finger in TV off-Cape. But not without 
some drawbacks, as he tells Cape Play- 
bill readers in this interview. 

CAPE PLAYBILL: We understand 
you've just started hosting a new ver- 
sion of ‘‘Match Game,’’ the show you 
emceed for seven years on NBC-TV, and 
that you commute to the West Coast 
every other week to tape the programs. 
Doesn’t that sour you on the Cape? 

GENE RAYBURN: Not at all. | enjoy 
living here, and have no intention of 
moving out west. Osterville has fresh air 
— lots of it — and | can ride my bike 
around the street and I can even walk 
my dog in the morning wearing nothing 
but my pajamas. | don’t think | could do 
that in Los Angeles. 

PLAYBILL: Aside from the plane trips, 
how do you get around the problem of 
carting a load of luggage out there for 
each taping?

RAYBURN: Yes indeed. Take Jack 
Paar.

PLAYBILL: As Gene Rayburn, you cut 
quite a swathe in New York broadcast- 
ing circles, but before that, what hap- 
pened? How did you start? 

RAYBURN: For one thing, | was an 
NBC page boy. Then I took announcing 
lessons and then got into radio. | 
worked for small stations in Newburgh, 
Baltimore and Philadelphia doing all 
sorts of chores such as running a morn- 
ing wakeup show, and calling trotting 
races and play-by-play baseball. 

PLAYBILL: Your first big break was in 
New York though, wasn’t it? With Dee 
Finch — as Rayburn and Finch? 

RAYBURN: Yes, we had an early- 
morning wakeup show. Worked out 
well. We revolutionized the style for 
early-morning radio and we were widely 
imitated. We were really rolling along 
and feeling our oats when we hit the 
boss for a raise. 

PLAYBILL: That was when you 
decided to track down the worst record- 
ings you could find, if we remember 
right, and you came up with two hits — 
‘‘Music, Music, Music’’ by Teresa 
Brewer and ‘‘Hopscotch Polka.”’ This led 
to your doing an Ed McMahon bit on 
Steve Allen’s original ‘‘Tonight Show,”’ 
and further involvement with game 
shows. But what’s the new ‘‘Match 
Game” like? 

RAYBURN: We feature six celebrities 
on the new program, and the old one 
had only two. Only modest amounts of 
money were given away on the old. On 
this, a champion can win up to $5,000 
in the jackpot round. In the game itself, 
two contestants play against each other 
in trying to match their answers with 
those of the panel of celebrities. After 
two rounds, the contestant who's 
accumulated the most points is declared 
champion and is eligible to go on to 
play for the big jackpot. 

PLAYBILL: Is the program seen loc- 
ally? 

RAYBURN: Yes, it’s seen on CBS-TV 
Channels 7 and 12 at 3:30 p.m. Mondays 
through Fridays. 


PLAYBILL: What is the most satisfying 
thing you’ve done in a life that’s 
spanned radio, TV, and stage stints in 
‘‘Come Blow Your Horn,” ‘‘Bye Bye 
Birdie’ and ‘‘The Impossible Years’’? 

RAYBURN: Well, it’s something that 
doesn’t have to do with those fields at 
all. It concerns my father. Since 1941, 
I'd been trying to acquire a boat model 
he made for the late auto magnate 
Horace Dodge in the 1920s. My dad was 
an immigrant who could speak only 
broken English. But he was a fine tool- 
and-die maker for the Dodge Brothers. 
Mr. Dodge chose him to do the job. It 
took him two years to build, and it’s 
one of the finest models you'll ever see. 
| wanted it especially for my dad. But 


Mr. Dodge’s widow didn’t want to part 
with it, and he died before she did. But 
when Mrs. Dodge finally did die, in 1971 
at the age of 101, | saw a glimmer of 
hope. | contacted the estate, and 
phoned Horace Dodge III in Santa Mar- 
garita, California. When he heard my 
story he decided | should have the 
model. It now occupies a special case 
in our new home in Osterville, a home, 
incidentally, that partially burned while 
a-building two years ago. To finally have 
the model, some 50 years after my 
father made it, and after a 30-year quest, 
is certainly one of the most satisfying 
experiences of my life. 
PLAYBILL: We agree. It must be.

This Week 
At the Galleries 


A quick swirl around the Cape’s gal- 
leries this week shows the art season in 
full swing. 

Starting our alphabetical tour with 
Aries East in Brewster, we find a collec- 
tion of bronze sculpture by Steven Burr 
and Frank Elescu, as well as playful 
figures constructed of welded tin by 
Norman Rabinowitz. 

At the Cape Cod Art Association’s 
new place in Barnstable, just opened 
this June, the second jury show is going 
on, displaying the work of professional 
and amateur artists from all New Eng- 
land. The angled, cedar-shingled and 
redwood modern structure overlooks 
Barnstable Harbor and provides a 
superb setting for the association’s 
artists. 

The Cobb House Gallery, also in Barn- 
stable, is the setting for finely detailed 
acrylic studies of New England by Hal 
Johnson and contemporary seascape 
interpretations of John McDaniel. 

In Osterville, Daniel Frishman Gallery 
displays the oils, watercolors and litho- 
graphs of Boston’s Davis Carroll. 

At the venerable Tirca Karlis Gallery in 
Provincetown, recent sketches, prints 
and selected acrylic washes on canvas 
by the Cape-tip’s own Robert Mother- 
well hold forth. 

On exhibit at Wellfleet’s Kendal// 
Gallery are the paintings of Gerald Gar- 
ston. Garston takes ordinary objects 
and scenes and arranges, flattens and 
simplifies them to maximize their purely 
visual qualities. 

McElwain-Falconer Art Studio Gallery 
in Chatham, with its main features the 
oils, watercolors and seascapes by 
Daniel McElwain and Marguerite Fal- 
coner, is coming in with pottery by J. 
David Broudo, art metal by Joseph 
Basuck, and graphics by Rosalind Smith, 
Robert Sargent and the Rantzes. 

The two Munson galleries are pre- 
senting a full season of special shows 
and their normal complement of such 
strong, distinctive artists as John Hare, 
Richard Sparre, Mac Squires, Robert 
Vickrey and others. 

This week on the Munson agenda is 
a show of original prints — at Munson’s 
newest gallery at Osterville — by Josef 


Albers, Frank Stella and Norman Ives. 
They’re described as ‘“‘bright, bold and 
contemporary.” 

At Munson’s gallery barn in Chatham, 
Neal Cotton is showing his most recent 
watercolors, prints and acrylics. 

North Truro Art Gallery has a group 
show that includes architectural studies 
by Albert Schroder, flamboyant nude 
and figure studies by the noted Wallace 
Bassford, and unique primitives by 
Richard Wynn. 

Joseph Robinson’s subdued Cape 
watercolors and Mikael Carstanjen’s 
inventive, skillfully crafted pottery hold 
the spotlight at Orleans Art Gallery. 

Provincetown Art Association is pre- 
senting its fifth show of the season at 
its Commercial Street gallery, exhibiting 
select drawings and photographs by its 
membership. 

At The Mews off Commercial Street, 
the Provincetown Group has Tony 
Vever’s subtle, simplified visions in oils 
and Arthur Cohen’s placid but strong 
impressionistic oils and recent etchings. 

Brewster’s Spectrum is exhibiting 
Robert Orsun’s meticulously detailed 
oils and watercolors. They aim, in 
Orsun’s words, to isolate objects in a 
simple space so that the focus of atten- 
tion on the object itself becomes all- 
important.” 

Up-Cape, Marilyn Lehmann of New 
Seabury, one of the few year-round 
members of the American Watercolor 
Society on the Cape, is showing at Gerry 
Squarey’s Barn Gallery in Falmouth. It’s 
her first one man show of New England 
watercolors. 

And last, but certainly not least, 
Wellfleet Art Gallery is presenting an 
exciting show of Richard Pepitone’s 
poly-resin sculptures and human torso 
forms, accompanied by the paintings of 
Herman Maril and Marsha Marcus. 

All in all, a busy week for art-lovers.
